Bat while the press and the people were thus 
unitedly singing the praises of their incompar- 
able fiscal system, which was destined to carry 
them onto unbounded commercial and mari- 
time greatness on flowery beds of ease, the 
Fourth Estate was equally onited and hearty in 
its opposition to, and denunciation of, a certain 
monopoly, commonly known as the ‘‘ Hudson Bay 
Company.” If we follow these parties to a 
later period we find that a change has come o’er 
the spirit oftheir dream. The oldest and most 
influential journal discovers that the fiscal sye- 
tem is a deception, and the free-port a shadow ;

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TO THE ELECTORS OF 


CARIBOO WEST. 


GENTLEMEN :— 


Again I come hefore:you to offer you my services as 
your representative in the Legislative Council of Bri- 
tish Columbia, not, as has been stated by interested 
agitators, as a Government nominee, but with the in- 
tention of firmly and fairly representing your interests, 
should you do me the honor of returning me. 

In the event of your electing me, { am prepared to 
advocate the following measures: anne 

1. The construction of by-roads through the district 
of Quesnélle, branching off from the main roads 
at the requisite places, so as to enable the farmers to 
bring their produce in the easiest acd cheapest manner 
to market. 

J may; here remark that I have always advocated road 
constru¢tion in the district, and I have some satisfac- 
tion in Knowing that my representations were in some 
degree the cause of the construction of the Alexandria 
and Cottonwood road. 

As Quesnelle is an agricultural, much more 
than a mining, district; it seems to me only just that 
every éncouragement should be given to husbandry, 
and that every facility should be afforded to the 
farmer to dispose of the fruits of his laboar. 

2. A'tadical and total reform in the payment ot our 
public servants. The present Civil List is a monstros- 
ity, ang I shall support any attempts to carry on 
the Government of the country in a more economi- 
cal manher, so as to enable the taxation to be effectually 
reducedy 

3. With regard to the Chinese, I am inclined to think 
that when the Governor returns, weshall find that the 
Imperial Government will have empowered the Legis- 
lative Opuncil to place a tax ‘upon these foreigners ; 
but shonld such not be the case, I shall be in favour of 
compelling all miners to take out a mining license, 

4. The question of the Union of the two Colonies is 
no longer in our hands. It will have to be decided by 
the Home Government. All that we can do here or in 
Vancouyer Island, wiil neither forward nor retard 
Union ; tit rests solely and entirely with the British Par- 
liament) and the Advisers of her Majesty. I believe 
that Unjon will take place sooner or later, but I cannot 
see ay vite 9 be of much benefit or otherwise either 
to this Coleny or to Vancouver Island; I do not think 
that themachine of Government would run any smooth- 
er or could be worked any cheaper, and I certainly do 
not think that the prosperity of the Colony would be 
augmented in any great degree; things would go on 
much the same as they do now. In fact, I regard the 
question of Union as of no importance, in whichever 
way it may be settled. 

5. I believe that my views concerning the Gold Ex- 
port Tak and the Road Tolls have been much misrep- 
resented to you. When, in the earlier part of the year, 
as a member of the Mining Board: I recommended the 
imposition of a tax upon Gold, I did so recommending 
at the same time that the Tonnage Dues should be abol- 
ished and that the Road Tolls should be towered, and I 
was even then only in favor ofa tax of one shilling or 
nine pence an ounce upon gold. 1 am opposed to the 
present irate of two shillings an ounce. I think that it 
should be lowered. It would be beneficial in the high- 
est degtee to the Colony to have the Tonnage Dues 
abolishéd, and I shall be prepared to give any measure 
tending) to such.a result my: hearty support. 

6. In regard to the Tariff, I do not think that it has 
been sufficiently long in operation to allow of impartial 
juiigmeft upon its merits. This last-year has been such 
an exceptional one in every way that the effect and ten- 
dency 6f our present Tariff cannot be clearly ascer- 
tained. With the exception of some minor points, 
which can be easily altered, I think it would be advis- 
able to give it a fair trial for a further term, and then 
if we figd that it presses unequelly upon the public, 
we must alter it. The great problem in legislation at 
present ;is to establish trade on a firm and consistent 
basis, agd any measure which promises well shall have 
my earnest cousideration. : 

In coiclusion, Gentlemen, let me thank all those who 
supported me formerly, trusting that they will again 
repose the same confidence in me,

[FROM OUR LILLOOET CORRESPOXDENT. } 

Nothing later from Bridge River excepting an occas- 
ional arrival of a nugget of a few ounces weight. A 
‘day or two ago I saw in the hands of E. Woo & Co., 


a Chinese firm here, a very nice piece, weight 2} oz.,’ 


puré gold, from the lower part of Bridge River. In the 
claim it was taktn from they found one piece 30 oz., 
and one of 12 oz. A Chinese company intend putting 
in a flame, about 20 miles up, and from prospects. got 
at the same place Iast winter there is no doubt that 
they have a “ big thing ;" at that time they put in a 
wing-dam and when they got dawn they could see the 
gold. But their flame was small.and could not carr 
all the water and brokedown ; but from last winter's 
experience they are sanguine ofsuccess. There is no 
better opening in the Colony for capitalists to invest 
than in fluming Bridge River, and ‘universally it is 
deemed ptacticabie. The Chinamen are coming here 
in_droves, and it is expected that 1500 will winter in 
theicinity of Lillooet. Nearlyjalkthe whites in town 
re employed, and the parties Bent up to build the 
bridge would find it difficult to get any extra hands. 
Thos. Ashton, on¢ of the Bridge River prospectors, 
with L. M. Allen and Edward Jenkins have gone to 
Cadwallader’s Creek to winter. » They took whip-saws, 
mining tools, etc., etc., andintehd mining while they 
can; but when it gets cold they will saw out lumber. 
They will send one of the party’ back about January 
next to report how they aredoing. Ifthe Government, 
had taken any active steps towards making o trail 
whén we, the inhabitants of Lillooet, memorialized for 
it, and with a recommendation from A. C. Elliott, Esq., 
our worthy Magistrate, there would have been a nut» 
ber of men in there this winter. And even now, in- 
stead of pitting men at work on itand availing them- 
selves of thé favorable weeks we may have, an attache 
from the Chief Commissioner of Lands'and Works Of- 
fice is sent up to survey and report, and when it is “ red 
taped”’ six or eight times they will conclude to build 
or make a trail-to the Bridge River mines—just when 
it will be jmpossible\to work at any thing. Men can 
not depend on getting ‘their winter's provisions in with 
them now, as the brush and trailsere bad, and they 
cannot take animals over/balfthe way. The weather 
here is cool and clear. Al)\the crops are harvested 
and you can bear the thump of the ficil all around. 
Wheat, is the order of the day ; everybody wants to buy 
and everybody wishes fo sell. But they neither buy 
nor sell, the first fearing they may give too much and the 
latter that they may take too little. The completion 
of our fine grist mill at a cost of about$15,000 will give 
this commodity a stability. J have sean some speci- 
mens of gold and|silver bearing quartz found on Cay- 
oosh Creck, nearthe mill. Specimens wete sent to the 
Government. by-our Magistrate. Weare looking for- 
ward toa visit from His Honor Judge Begbie, on his 
return from Kootenay, to put on trial those Chinamen 
who are imprisoned for killing their partner. It would 
be a great saving tothe country if they escaped, and 
bow two ingenious celestials ean content themselves 
in such a rattle-tfap of a Jail is more than I can account, 
for. A high wind or slice of earthquake would bring 
it ‘about their ears—since it is a slur on this community 
that we have no safer accommodations for the jailer 
and those whose evil doings bring them under his 
charge. I believe an appropriation was made near 
two years ago for a jail and court house at Liltooet. 
Then why have we not got them? _J think we can oc- 
cupy them as well as elsewhere. :
